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U.  $•  dry  pea  exports  reached  107^400  metric  tons  (2*4  million 
bags)  In  the  marketing  year  ended  July  31 » 1963*  These  were  the 
largest  commercial  exports  In  history,  exceeding  the  previous 
record  of  98,700  metric  tons  (2.2  million  bags)  In  1959-60. 


Shipments  of  yellow  and  white  peas.  Including  lentils,  to  Europe 
accounted  for  the  Increase.  West  Germany  received  15^400  metric 
tons  of  these  compared  with  8,900  the  previous  marketing  year, 
and  an  average  of  2,900  In  1955*59*  Total  shipments  of  yellows 
and  whites  to  Europe  amounted  to  34,500  metric  tons,  compared 
with  18,900  In  1961-62. 


Green  pea  exports  of  44,100  metric  tons  were  a little  less  than 
for  the  previous  year,  but  31  percent  above  the  1955-59  average. 
Seed  pea  exports  were  9^700  metric  tons  compared  with  7 >700  In 
1961-62  and  the  1955-59  average  of  3>900. 

The  largest  foreign  markets  for  U.  S.  dry  peas  In  1962-63,  as  well 
as  In  previous  recent  years,  were  the  United  Kingdom,  West  Germany 
and  Venezuela.  Japan  and  the  Netherlands  continued  to  experience 
significant  uptrends  In  Imports  from  the  United  States.  The  Neth- 
erlands took  98  percent  yellow  peas  and  Japan  37  percent  green  peas.
